In selecting a Fancy Costume it is desirabie to con- 
sider any particular personal traits of the intended 
wearer, such as:—a resemblance to some person, real 
orimaginary, whose form, features or other character 
istics have become distinctive in popular acceptance, 
and especially those whose charms have been 
idealised in pictorial art x ‘ a “ ‘ - ‘ e 


At the same time it should be remembered that the 
considerations which guide the selection of an 
ordinary costume apply equally to Fancy Dress, such 
as: 

Individual height, individual figure, individual com- 

plexion, individual colour of the hair and eyes, that 

a slim figura may be modified by full draperies, 

that lines flowing from the shoulder add grace 

to a full figure, and similar recognized ruies. 


A costume chosen only because it is beautiful in 
itself and not because it accentuates the natural 
advantages of the intended wearer may fail to 
fulfil its most important service . . .
